CHINESE FAMILY LIFE. 


. 0. 4, 
T am the third son of my father, and am 
fifty-one yeara of age. Ho was a native of 
the province. of Gheb Kiang, and was at the 
time of hid death an expectant-magistrate 
in attendance at the Court of tha Provincial 
Government of Y-~. Hedied at the age 
of fifty-four, just twenty years ago. “My 
paternal grandfather..was a fall magistrate 
of the district of Z—-— in this province, and’ 
we consider him the progenitor of our 
family. All connection with our Cheh 
Kiong ancestors has long since peen cut off 
andforgotten, “I have also one unols livin; 
the.younger brother of my father. 
mother was a small-footed Cheh Kiang wo- 
mon, and came from her native province 
with my father : she coald speak the Man- 
arin dialect as well as her native tongue, 
and itisto her that I am indebted for the 
Kwan-hwa which Fnow use. “My mother 
bore my fathor two sons besides myself: one, 
younger than myself, died at the age of 8 
or 4. 1 am married to a amall-footed, na- 
tive of Y--—-, who’ is now 48 years of age. 
By her I haya had nino children, four boys 
and fiva girl. Of these there aro five now 
living, My eldest sen died at the age-of 25, 
The eldest child living is a ‘daughter, aged 
27, who is married to a local trader, ang 
belongs of course to my family no longer. 
My eldest living son,:aged 25, is employed | 
as a tutor to boys in the neighbourhood of 
our dwelling, and his'total earnings. from 
this source would amount to: about $8 8 
month, He is married to the daughter of a 
clerk in the Provincial Treasurer's Office. 
My second daughter was married this year 
te ‘the teacher of s boys'school, These 
morrieges are tho great expense to us 
respectable families. It cost mo $800, 
nearly one year’s salary, to defray the cost 
of our Jast little affair. Of this I had-saved 
$120 : in the delicace a of onke-money 
many-of the neighbours “contributed from 
1 to TL a piece, and the rest I had to 
jorrow, and am still paying off, The chief 
expense is for the three days’ open house 
kept’ during the festivities. Pork, cakes, 
wine, &c., &0., have to be liberally distri- 
buted around, and it would never do for a
